ings,  4 probable  administration  buildings,  7 ve- 
hicle sheds,  a heating  plant,  55  support  buildings, 
and  3 possible  overhead  cranes  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  on  12  KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  December  1961  and  January  1965. 
Activity  is  evident  on  all  coverage  but  no  changes 
are  apparent.
